ON OUR COAL FIELDS, AND COLLIERY OPERATIONS. 
THE “LONG WALL” v, THE “‘ STALL AND PILLAR” SYSTEMS. 
BY GEORGE SHEPHERD, C. AND M.E. 


Tue Prag anp Sratt Sysrem.—There cannot be the least doubt 
but the present and future greatness of England depends on its minerals. 
Her coal fields and mineral deposits are England’s brightest gems; with- 
out this mineral wealth the power of England would be a myth, with it she 
“ rules the waves.” I apprehend if an Englishman of the present day was 
even in heaven, and saw the mineral of England becoming exhausted, her 
political power and position falling into decay, and this as distant as 3000 
years hence, be would be filled with regret at the wilful waste the coal 
fields were subjected to in his day. We shall undoubtedly leave to posterity 
large liabilities in the form of a ‘‘ National Debt;” consequently, we ought 
to work all our minerals with care and economy, both in this and succeed- 
ing ages. The man who first uttered the expression that—‘* Those who 
live the longest must fetch their fire the furthest,” if his name could only 
be ascertained, his memory ought to be branded with the infamy it de- 
serves. Thousands—nay, millions—of tons of coal have been sacrificed by 
following out this one idea, whenever a little difficulty stood in the way. 
In numerous instances acres of coal have been lost for ever, and it is with 
extreme pleasure I see the lessees of mines appointing agents to make 
careful surveys of their coal fields, proper plans and records kept of all the 
workings, and a determination that every bit of the coal shall be worked 
out, and nothing of the least possible account left behind, and only so 
when it cannot be worked at a profit. There is one question I have not 
seen touched by the numerous writers on our coal fields—namely, the re- 
lative proportion of coal to the ironstone mines of England. The deposits 
of coal already discovered are estimated, at the present rate of consumption, 
to last about 2000 years, while the iron mines are practically inexhaustible; 
consequently, the amount of coal is as 2000 is to 2,000,000 years. Still, 
if our coal fields could be worked the 2,000,000 years, that is no argument 
why the present should wilfully waste the mineral treasures Nature 
has placed at our disposal. All the laws of Nature are based on economy: 
we see daily the econony of the heavens; the economy of the earth, in its 
animal, vegetable, and mineral kingdoms; in a word, economy reigns in all 
and in every department of Nature’s operations. We turn from Nature to 
the works of man, What acontrast; we see the grateful soil which gives 
us our daily bread robbed of the very elements which it requires to give us 
food: i. ¢., the sewage of our towns is made to pollute our rivers, in- 
stead of to fertilise our soil. There is no economy there. If we descend 
into our mines, we see from one-fourth to one-third of our valuable coal 
wasted by crude systems of working. ‘There is no economy there; nay, 
we should have no difficulty in finding men who would be bold enough to 
defend this extravagance, and hold it up as the most practical and best 
system of working our coal mines that could be devised. I have passed 
the early part of my life ina colliery district, where the coal was worked on 
the long wall system, the ironstone the same, and where those who took 
to raise the coal were compelled to work it on the long wall system. In 
fact, there was no compulsion whatever, for there is no system of working 
collieries so economical, or admiting of so perfect a method of ventilation: it 
enables the workmen to breathe freely; and if some Member of Parliament 
would move for the statistics of the average of lives of the colliers in those 
districts where the long wall and the stall and pillar systems of working 
collieries are in operation, I have no doubt those statistics would bear me 
out in saying that the waste of human life in the former is not so great as 
in the latter. 

Be this as it may, those who first introduced the long wall system of 
working collieries into the Shropshire, Staffordshire, Warwickshire, and 
other collieries are entitled to rank among the greatest benefactors of both 
the colliers and the nation. While those who first introduced the stall 
and pillar system have been the means of hurling thousands of colliers 
into eternity, leaving widows and orphans year after year to mourn their 
loss; added to this defective system, the working of the collieries with the 
one shaft in a great measure renders the man-trap coniplete—to this I 
shall revert again shortly. I may add that of the stall and pillar system 
of working coal I have no experience, neither am I anxious to learn more 
than I have already during a recent visit in South Wales. 

In 1856 I had occasion to go over a large colliery in Shropshire, with 
Mr. Struvé, of Swansea. I believe this gentleman is an eminent autho- 
rity on the workings of collieries in Wales. Mr. Struvé informed me this 
was his first introduction to the long wall system of working a seam of 
coal. He saw a system which admitted of the most perfect ventilation; 
he also saw the coal fall in masses several tons in weight, and the whole 
of the coal removed without a single pillar being left to support the roof, 
and the whole operation carried on without any loss of timber in the face of 
the work; and when he was told that the coal was raised and delivered 
at the furnaces, a distance of nearly one mile, under 3s. per ton, he was 
rather astounded. His anxiety to get the fullest information on the sub- 
ject convinced me that the Welsh colliers have yet something to learn— 
i.e., if this gentleman was considered an eminent colliery engineer. 

During my tour in Wales I visited some of the collieries worked on the 
stall and pillar system, in the neighbourhood of Swansea. I descended 
a colliery in the valley, in which the Ystalyfera works are situated. The 
seam was about 5 ft. 6 inches in thickness, with an excellent roof over the 
coal, and worked on the one-shaft system. Forgetting where I was for 
the moment, I expected (with such a fine seam) to have been led up to a 
fine working face of coal, instead‘of which I traversed a heading about 
6 ft. by 5 ft. 6 in., at the end of which we found a solitary collier, reeking 
in perspiration, and as black as Erebus, the white of his eyes and the teeth 
in his head alone distinguished him from the coal and dirt about him, while 
the temperature of the place in which he was working was such as to sug- 
gest 85° in the shade, while the black figure before me would well repre- 
sent one of Pharoah’s lean kine. Not understanding their system, I asked 
what he called himself; he replied, ‘A cutter.’ 

Q. In this fine seam of coal how much do you cut per day ?—A. From 
25 to 30 cwts. ; 

(). How many hours do you work ?—A, From 7 a.m. to about 4 P.M. 

Y. What do you get per ton ?—A, 2s, 

¢. You seem to make plenty of small coal or dirt by your cutting ?— 
A, Yes; we do not get many lumps. 

Q. Do you deliver the coal on the bank for the 2s. per ton ?—A. No; 
that costs about 1s. per ton more, with extra charges on the surface. 

Q. Then, altogether it costs about 3s. 6d. per ton for labour alone ?— 
A. Yes; timber, &c., is extra; or, altogether, with surface charges and 
royalty, not less than 5s. 6d. per ton. 

Q. How do you get the air in this hole ?—A. Do not know; it gets 
there somehow. [A. Yes. 

§. Is that the fire-damp hissing out of the cutting in front of you ?— 
. Is it not dangerous ?—A. Not very. 

Having got the commercial information I required, I beat a retreat out 
of that oven, thinking that cutter was the only man at work in the pit, 
but to my surprise I found there were 11 or 12 more black beings in human 
form, cutting in as many other holes, each one by himself, In fact, it ap- 
peared to me more like a community of rats or rabbits, cach one making 
a@ place to settle down in for life, than that of working a fine seam of 
coal. This led me to enquire as to the amount of coal that would finall 
be left as pillars. If the information I obtained was correct, full one-half 
of this seam would be entirely lost. I also learnt that from these 11 cut- 
ters the colliery was able to raise about 14 tons of coal per day; or, if we 
assume the whole seam to be represented by 100, the coal lost, lumps, 
seconds, and dirt, would be represented as follows:—

This is as near as I could get at the quantities of each sort of coal, and 
certainly the appearance of the coal on the surface was much more unfa- 
vourable than these pes appear. With reference to the ventilation, it 
was the most defective I ever witnessed; with the gas hissing out of the 
coal, and the naked candles, with only just sufficient oxygen in the air to 
support combustion and life, and no adequate means whatever of ventila- 
tion; a more ill-conceived, life-destroying system of rat-holeism I never 
before witnessed. I could then understand Mr. Struvé’s astonishment at 
the Shropshire long wall system, and at the regret he expressed at the 
manner his own seam of coal was cut to pieces by the Welsh coal cutters. 
I may add, before quitting this scene of colliery engineering, with a fine 
seam of coal, close to a railroad and a canal, with a good demand for the 
coal, I was informed the owner of this splendid property could scarcely 
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make the two ends meet; and certainly it was no wonder to me that such

Aug. 26.—We beg to hand you our report, which we have prepared for the meeting to 
be held to-morrow, giving the principal work accomplished during the past three months, 
and the present prospects of the mine.—Homersham’s Shaft: The 120 has been driven 
east, on the south part of the lode, about 2 fms.; the lode is 2 ft. wide, consisting of 
quartz, mundic, and some good stones of ore, the latter estimated at 244 tons for the 
length of driving—11 fms.

The writer of the letters that had been referred to knew nothing whatever of 
the mine, and probably had never seen a mine at all.

Aug. 23.—Since the last general meeting we have cut fork, and sunk the engine-shaft 
5 ft. The lode in the shaft being 24 ft. wide, producing tin and copper, but not suffi- 
cient to pay. The 142 fm. level south has been driven 2fms. 5ft.; lode 2 ft. wide, 
worth 81. per fathom for tin, and has a very kindly appearance for further improvement. 
The 142 north is driven 5 fms. 2 ft.; lode 3 ft. wide, but at present poor. Tbe 130 north 
is driven 3 fms. ; lode 3 ft. wide, worth 12/. per fathom for copper. The stopes in back 
of this level, three in number, are worth on an average 127. per fm. We have resumed 
the drivage of the 130 south, the lode being 3 ft, wide, but of no value at present; it has 
a very kindly appearance for tin. The 118 south is driven 4fms. 4 ft.; lode 3 ft. wide, 
worth 14/. per fm. for tin; the last 3 fms. have been driven through good tin ground, 
leaving a good back and bottom.

Aug. 25.—In the past two months the engine-shaft has been sank 1 fm. 3 ft., and 
the shaft cased and divided from the 50 to the 60, plat cut. The 60 cross-cut is driven 
3 fms, south, and the 60 extended 4 fms. east. There are now about 8 fms. to drive the 
cross-cut to intersect the middle lode, which we calculate to accomplish in six or eight 
weeks. In the 60 east the engine lode is 18 in. wide, composed of spar, intermixed with 
copper ore, with a very promising appearance. In the 50, driving east of the cross- 
course, the middle lode is 18 in. wide, yielding 2 tons of copper ore per fm., worth 10/. 
per ton.—South Lode: In the 50, east of the cross-cut, we have intersected the western 
part of the cross-course, and are now driving south to see the lode. ‘The 40 east is still 
between the limbs of the cross-course; in the present end the lode is 2 ft. wide, com- 
posed of spar and copper ore, yielding 1 ton of the latter perfm. There are now about 
3 fms. to drive to get under the new shaft, and to be clear of the eastern part of the 
cross-course. Since the meeting in June we have holed the winze from the 40 to the 
50, then sinking 30 fms. behind the end, in which the lode will average 4 tons of ore 
In the winze sinking below the 40 (15 fms. west of the cross-course, and down 7 fms.)

The CHarrMAN stated that at the last meeting the balance standing to the credit of 
the account was 348/. 2s. 9d., but that balance at present stood at 477/., so that, com- 
pared with the last account, there was an increase of something like 1007. As regarded 
the position and prospects of the property, it would be seen from the report just read 
that while the ends remained much the same as for some time past, and the lode in the 
new shaft had improved, one of the most important points to which they had to look 
forward was the intersection of the lode on the other side of the cross-course. 

Mr. Cuirr thought there could be no doubt that when their operations had been ex- 
tended into settled ground the lode would materially improve. 

The CHarrMAN said the lode seemed to be heaved somewhat south, in which direction 
they were at present driving. 

Mr. BatrTers said that even the largest shareholders were entirely at a loss for some 
solution of the causes which had induced the recent fall in the price of shares. For his 
own satisfaction he had the mine inspected yesterday, by Capt. Joseph Vivian,and from 
his report he (Mr, Batters) had failed to discover the slightest grounds to warrant the 
recent decline in the market value of the property. Although Capt. Glanville was 
said by some to be a sanguine man, Capt. J. Vivian had valued one or two points which 
were not even mentioned by Capt.Glanville. Referring to the south lode, Capt. Vivian 
says— The south lode presents a splendid appearance in the stope in the 50, particu- 
larly where going down into the granite, which holds out good hopes for the future in 
this part of the mine.” By that extract it would be seen that the lode improved as the 
operations were extended into the granite; and, therefore, so far from their prospects 
being gloomy, they were exceedingly encouraging. They were only doing in the 50 fm. 
level precisely the same thing as had already been done in the level above—that is, they 
had lost the Jode through the inflaence of the cross-course, and were driving out in order 
to find it. But surely that could not, even by the most hypochondrical, be regarded as 
as event likely to adversely affect the future of the mine. The truth was, there were 
certain gentlemen who were very fond of playing ducks and drakes with other people’s 
property, and who took advantage of trifling and unimportant circumstances to depress 
the market value, and frighten timid holders out of theirshares. Now, his own opinion, 
based upon the evidence of accredited authorities, was that the prospects of East Carn 
Brea were as favourable for b ing a per ly productive mine as when the shares 
found ready purchasers at 2@/7.; and to show that when he made that statement he was 
not speaking without authority, he would cite the concluding paragraph ef Capt. Vivian's 
report, which stated that “the mine is at present in its infancy, and will bye-and-by 
turn out a great and profitable mine.” 

Mr. Rice enquired whether it was true that under-stoping was being carried on? 
He asked that question because it had been circulated that under-stoping was being 
carried on to a very large extent. 

The CuarrMAN said the fact was that a little level had been lost, which must be stoped, 
or under-stoped, to make the points even, so as to allow the water to percolate. Unfor- 
tunately, there were agreat many persons who really did not understand the details cf 
mining, and, consequently, all sorts of ramous and reports werecireulated to suit certain 
temporary purposes. The present was a case in point—it had, apparently, been indus- 
tiously spread about that the mine'was being under-stoped, whereas the real fact, as he 
had already stated, was that a little level had been lost, and the ground was being cut 
away to maintain the level, so that no difficulty should arise from the water. All he 
could say was that the committee conducted the operations with all the economy com- 
patible with the efficient development of the mine, and he, for one, should be very 
sorry if any shareholders were influenced by foolish and unfounded reports. Why did 
not shareholders come to the office and examine the official reports and cost-sheeis, 
and where every information and explanation would be readily afforded? While, how- 
ever, the committee would not allow one ign to be dlessiy expended, he and 
his coadjators could not but think that all questions as to the practical working of the 
mine —such, for instance, as whether it were better to stope or work upon tribute—must 
be left to the opinion of the local agent. He (the Chairman) knew there wasa great di-- 
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versity of opinion upon that particular point, but he really thought that no one could 
pessibly know better than the agent which system it was most advantageous to pursue.

Mr. LavinoTon enquired if the mine looked as well as it did at the last meeting ? 

The CuarnMan sald that he thought it did. The ends were not turning out so much 
ore, because they were waiting until the lode was cut on the side of the cross-course. 

Mr. BatTrers was very glad some little explanation had been given as to the cause of 
the statement which had been, ly, successfully made with regard to the ex- 
tensive “ under-stoping operations” that were being prosecuted. The fact was that the 
necessary operation of cutting away @ small piece of ground had been wilfully construed 
into an under-stoping operation. 

Mr. Curt said there was no doubt that the ramour had frightened a great number of 
persons out of their shares, 

Mr. Batters said the ramour had been widely circulated, but anyone knowing it re- 
ferred to a mine that was conducted in Messrs. Thomas’s office, might have very safely 
concluded that the “ under-stoping operation” had no reality. 

The CHAIRMAN said it often occurred that under-stoping was really the most econo- 
mical mode of taking away the ore—it all depended upon the ability of the local agent 
in selecting the best mode. The Devon Great Consols ore was taken away by under- 
stoping, for various reasons —for instance, it prevented accident. All he could say was, 
that if he had anything to do with the conduct of East Carn Brea, it should be conducted 
upon a right principle, according to his opinion; if he erred, he should be most happy 
to be corrected. As to their working expenses, he believed the mine was conducted as 
cheaply as any mine with which he was acquainted. 

Mr. Lavineron enquired when the new engine would be got to work ? 

The CHAIRMAN said he could not answer that question, but it certainly would be ready 
by the time it was required. It was not wanted in the summer months. 

Mr. Batrers said that Capt. Glanville stated at the last meeting the new shaft was 
being sunk dry, and would so continue till November or the end of the year, by which 
time the engine would be ready to go to work. 

Mr. LAvVINGTON was glad to hear that there was no foundation for the rumours that 
had been so freely circulated. 

The CHatRMan said the ground was not being taken away unfairly—indeed, there was 
no reason for it, because it was impossible at the present time to do much more than 
raise ore sufficient to pay expenses. 

Mr. PoweLt thought it unfair for anyone to state the mine was being under-stoped. 

The accounts were passed and allowed, and the received and adopted. 

A SHAREHOLDER suggested that a vote of confidence should be passed to Capt. Glan- 
ville, and that the thanks of the shareholders tendered to him for the satisfactory manner 
in which he continued to conduct the mine,

The twenty-third half-yearly meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern, 
Bishopsga'e, on Thursday,—Mr. R. A. Rovra in the chair. 
Mr. Rooers (the secretary) having read the notice convening the meeting, 


The CHatRMAN sald the present was not an ordinary annual meeting, at which a printed 
yeport and balance-sheet were presented, but a half-yearly extraordinary meeting, held 
Sor the purpose of submitting an approximate statement of the company’s operations 
since June, 1861, The statement he had to make was as follows :—Quantity of ore 
received from the Burra Burra for nine months from June 30, 1861, to March 29, 
1862, 8562 tons, against same period previous year, 12,830 tons; decrease, 4268 tons.— 
Quantity of ore smelted from June 30, 1861, to March 29, 1862, at Kooringa, 5062 tons ; 
at Port Works (from Nov, 2, 1861), 2540 tons=:7602 tons; against same period previous 
year at Kooringa, 8381 tons ; decrease, 779 tons.—Quantity of copper made from June 30, 
1861, to March 29, 1862, at Kooringa, 1116 tons; at Port Works (from Nov. 2, 1861), 
457 tons =1573 tons; against same period previous year, at Kooringa, 2200 tons; decrease, 
627 tons.—The quantity of copper shipped from June 30, 1861, to June 23, 1862 (latest 
date from Adelaide), has been—to England, 633 tons 19 ewts. 2 qrs. 16 lbs.; to India, 
253 tons 11 cwts, 1 qr. 12 ibs.; soldin Adelaide, 190 tons=1077 tons llcwts. The total 
quantity of copper shipped in the previous year was 1008 tons 19 cwts. 3 qrs. 13 lbs., 
besides 6435 tons of ore shipped.—The average number of furnaces at work from J une 30, 
1861, to March 29, 1862, was—at Kooringa, 4 35-39ths, (say) 5 furnaces ; at Port Works 
from Nov. 2,5 1-11th furnaces, against 7 7-13ths furnaces for the same period last year. 
The stocks on June 23, 1862, were—Coal at the Port Works, 588 tons; at Kapunda, 
1348 tons; at Kooringa, 50 tons; discharging at port, 130 tons=2111 tons. Wood at 
Koorings, 800 tons. Copper at Port Adelaide, 35 tons. Ore at Kooringa, 100 tons ; 
at Kapunda, 35 tons ; at the port, 535 tons=670 tons.—The company’s teams: work done 
from June 30, 1861, to June 21, 1862, 11,817 tons. By the statement he had just read it 
would be seen that the quantity of ore received from the Burra Burra had not been so large 
by 4268 tons as the quantity received in the same period last year; but that had not arisen 
from the fact that the Burra Barra had not been able to raise the quantity, but the fact 
was they had not felt themselves justified in doing so, because it could not be done at a 
profit. The new works erected at the port had cost 15,0007. A considerable quantity 
of ore had been sent to those works, and, when the six months’ accounts were received, 
it would be known how much benefit they had worked for the company. As to the 
financial position upon this side, it was extremely good and sound ; but, at the same 
time, they could not say, as last year, that they estimated their profit for the first six 
months at something like 15,0007, or 16,0002, Last year the first six months’ operations 
Were the most profitable, but the board had good reason to hope that during the current 
year the last six months would be the most profitable. At the same time, the profits 
could not be made up until the end of the year, and, therefore, the directors considered 
that, although heretofore they had divided the estimated profit of the six months, look- 
ing at the state of the copper market, they would not be justified upon the present oc- 
casion to recommend any distribution, simply because there was nothing to show that 
a profit had been earned, It might be shown at the end of the year that there was suf- 
ficient to have declared a dividend, but it would not be prudent to do so without know- 
ing what profit had been actually realised. With those observations he would leave the 
matter in the hands of the meeting. 

A PROPRIETOR enquired the amount that remained unpaid of the new works? 

The CHarrman said the whole of the new works had been paid for. Of course, they 
would appear as an item fn the accounts when they were balanced at the end of the 
year, and eventually they would be charged to capital, or written off by degrees from 
profit and loss, as might appear most desirable. There had been a very considerable 

sum laid out upon the old works, which had been paid for from year to year, 

A Proprietor said they had been led to expect that dividends would be paid every 
half-year, but instead of that they were left in the lurch, with a prospective advantage. 

Mr. Puttuips did not like to tie the hands of the directors, but at the same time he 
thought they would be quite safe in recommending a dividend of 2s, per share, for that 
would leave a surplus in money of 60002. or 7000/., which he considered amply sufficient 
for all requirements. Already there was a rise in the price of copper, and he thought 
the directors might with safety recommend a 2s. dividend. 

The CHarrMAN thought the hon. proprietor was under some misapprehension, for the 
amount of actual cash at the bankers was something under 5000/. There was a large 
amount to be realised from the copper that was in transit. The question of dividend had 
come before the directors, who had given it their best consideration, and it was not with- 
out a struggle that they came before proprietors to inform them that no dividend would 
be recommended, But,at the same time, he certainly must congratulate the proprietors 
upon the fact that the company was in a firm position. The new works at the port were 
exceodingly valuable; they could now place coal and ore at the port, which was of the 
greatest consequence in carrying out smelting operations. The contract with the Burra 
Burra was being negociated, as well as another contract with another company. Their 
future was exceedingly encouraging, and {t would be a pity if that bright future were 
hazarded, or anything done to depreciate the high position which it was their desire the 
company should occupy. 

Mr. Hickson suggested that a statement similar to that just read by the Chairman 
should be sent to each proprietor some days prior to the holding of the half-yearly meet- 
ings. He could not understand, al the company’s operations were conducted 
upon the other side of the water, why a profit and loss account could not be made up 
every half-year, He thought he was bound to allude to the reports that had been very 
extensively circulated, end had, nodoubt, reached the ears of everyone present, that the 
market value of the company’s stock had suffered a great depreciation, in consequence 
of a very large sale of shares by persons who were more familiar with the position and 
prospects of the undertaking than shareholders could be.

He concluded by moving a proposition 
to the effect that a statement of the company’s operations should be sent to proprietors 

some time before each half-yearly meeting. 

Mr. FREWER seconded the proposition. 

The CHAIRMAN said it would be impracticable to make up a half-yearly profit and loss 
account, for to do so they would be compelled to blow out the fires, the consequence of 
which would be to blow-out the profits. 

A PROPRIETOR would like to know the termsof the agreement with the Burra Burra? 

The Carman said it would be impossible, and certainly impolitic, to go into the 
whole of the terms of that contract ina public room, and especially at a moment when its 
renewal was being ; but if any shareholder came to the company’s offices he 
(the Chairman) would be most happy toshow him the contract itself. Its principle was

7 in.,and obtained 2 tons 40 per 
cent. ore when dressed ; there is still a small branch In sight, which I am now taking 
down.—Tilt’s Lode: Broke in bottom of this open stope 2 fms. 4 ft. 2 in., and obtained 
about 44 ton 40 per cent. ore when dressed; the branch at the bottom having become 
very small the working is suspended. I have placed two men to stope on a branch, 
west of Kent’s shaft, discovered in costeaning in June during Mr. Tregoning’s visit; set 
at $9 per fm.—Costeaning: Made in the past month 178 fms. costean trenches, discover- 
ing two branches of quartz, one carrying a little grey and yellow copper ore, which I 
propose opening upon; the other, though kindly, presents no traces of copper in the 
small extent explored.—Roads: Availed myself of fine weather for pushing on necessary 
repairs. The gentleman employed to lay out the $1000 appropriated by Government to 
improve the county of Megantic road, is pushing on the work vigorously between Cralg’s 
road and the mines. I trust the worst and most difficult part will be made with that 
sum. The $1000 appropriated to the portion of the road in the county of Lotbinere, is, 
I learn, being judiciously expended on the swamps leading from Methot’s Station. I 
propose in a few days visiting that section.—Dressing: Have been able to do but little 
in this department during the month in consequence of continued drought. The few 
showers since the 23d have added but little to our stock of water; the country being so 
parched up, a heavy fall is necessary to afford a suppiy.—Farming: Have this year sold 
and let on halves the greater portion of the hay to cut, so that our expenditure will be 
very light. From the general scantiness of the crop, I hope to dispose of some of our 
large stock during the winter. 

Caputa.—July 25: In the adit level sleepers for the tramroad have been 
laid for a distance of 250 varas, and the runners on the eastern side for nearly the same 
distance. The pattern for the wagon-wheels has been sent to the foundry, and these 
may be expected soon. In the cross-cut in the western level 144 vara has been driven 
by two men, with the object of examining the deposit of ore mentioned in my last; the 
branch varies in width from 16 to 6 inches, and is accompanied for a short space by a 
body of ordinary ore 44 vara wide; it extends along the side of the level about 12 varas, 
and certainly has the appearance of a leader to adeposit of ore.

In the wastern part of the sett of Capula Mine, to the north of Los Car- 
pinteros, an adit called San Miguel has been driven in times long past, it is said, some 
200 varas on the wall of the Capula lode, and has produced some ordinary ore, specimens 
of which I have collected, this work, as an im t one, and will eventually become 
very valuable as a means of coming under the old mine of Remedios, distant from it about 
400 or 500 varas (rough calculation), and at the same time of proving the great vein of 
Capula for a long distance. It is in this part of the sett that the said vein presents it- 
self with such a magnificent aspect, the creston being plainly visible for a distance of 
% mile, and in no part of this distance appearing to be Jess than from 15 to 20 varas 
wide. I must beg the indulgence of the directors, that I am not prepared to send them 
any plan of the mine and its dependencies, or of its interior workings. Such a plan as 
I wish to present to them cannot be made except with the assistance of all the easen- 
tials to it; we are now in the midst of the rainy season. There is no accommodation 
at the mine, even of the most ordinary class (which, in such a case, would content me), 
nor have I yet received my instruments and paper from Vera Cruz. By the next mail 
I will send a rough sketch on letter-paper of the few workings in the adit level now 
being prosecuted; but it must be understood as being merely a sketch approximating 
only to correctness. On the surface the frame of the carpenters shop has been raised and 
covered in, a further continuation made to the river wall, a two-storey building, 26 ft. by 
14 ft., commenced for storehouse and dwellings. Lime and charcoal have come in rather 
more freely, as well as other necessaries; the inhabitants, also, appear to be be calming 
by degrees, and I have hopes that I shall soon be able to count on their obedient co-ope- 
ration in our undertaking. On Monday next I purpose making a commencement on the 
site of the hacienda, by collecting building stone, laying out a plan for the first set of 
stamps and levelling the ground, &&., of which I shall keep a separate account. The 
hacienda now becomes a very important matter, as I could begin making some returns 
8 goon as the tramroad is finished. 
Pacuuca.—Capt. Paull, July 25: On the night of the 25th ult. we met 
with an accident in Santa Elena. The timber lately put in against some loose ground 
in the back of San Juan level, east of rise, broke dewn, and stopped in twomen. By 
calling all the men employed in the mine, I succeeded in liberating the poor fellows in 
avout eight hours, without any further injury than a little fright. It was well we got 
them out so soon, for in less than an hour after a largejmass of ground fell away, 
which has employed ten to twelve peonies to this time clearing, and we are not yet able 
to get into the end, but I trust we shallin a few days. The lode in this place is about 
6 ft. wide, with two firm walls, with a small branch of soapstone against each, which 
caused a slip about 10 varas high and more than 10 varasin length. It has been a 
great drawback as well as expense. I expected to have reached the junction before 
this; now it will very likely take till the end of next month. We have also had an- 
other drawback in the shaft and San Jorge level, in consequence of the great increase 
of water, which amounted to from 130 to 140 botas daily. It has fallen off again very 
much, not over 25 botas daily. The water is coming principally from the south and 
west, which makes me think it is coming from the workings of the old shaft in the 
arroyo; and, being once drained, it is my opinion the coming water will be very little. 
We have not done anything in San Jorge east for the month, and only drove 5% varas 
in San Jorge west since my last, and sunk % vara in the shaft. The men were afraid 
to work in the shaft or in the levels on account of the water and heavy ground. The 
shaft-plot levels are now well secured. At San Luis we have cut some branches of 
quartz and tabones, which must be the south part of the Viscaina, I suppose. It will 
take next month to intersect the whole of the lode. 





Wueat Kirry (St. Agnes).—The discoveries at this mine are of a per- 
manent character. The lode at each level—the 54, the 44, and 34—has 
the same underlie and bearing.

Quartz Crusnive.—A quartz crusher of an entirely novel character has 
recently been invented by Mr. Julius Cwsar Dickey, of Saratoga, New York. He 
crushes in a drum by means of loose hammers. The drum is divided across the centre, 
the two parts being bolted together by screws or otherwise; this drum is provided with 
a hollow axis, the ore to be crushed entering by one end, and escaping when crushed 
through a sieve at the other. The part of the hollow axle by which the ore enters is 
connected with a hopper for feeding the ore into, and from the other part the crushed 
ore is conducted as desired. The ‘revolution of the dram, which is effected by a band- 
pulley in the usual way, causes three or more loose hammer-heads, of oval form, to 
fall over and crush the ore against the inner side of the dram. In some cases but one 
hammer is used, which is made to strike against projections on the inner side of the drum. 


Anrturacite Coat.—A seam of this valuable fuel has been discovered 
on the Carnock estate, in Fifeshire, belonging to Mr. Hutchison, of Kirkcaldy. Anthra- 
cite possesses greatly less bituminous matter than the ordinary coal, and a very much 
larger proportion of carbon. It is, in fact, a species of natural charcoal, the smoky 

iminated from it in the bowels of the earth. The Carnock seam 
can, we enough to admit of the anthracite being 
sent to the London market to compete against coke, and several cargees have already 
been shipped there by Mr. I. Brown, of Aberdeen, who is engaged in working it.— 
Scottish Farmer.

Tevescoric ImprovemENTS.—Among the scientific utilities of the day 
may fairly be classed Mr. J. H. Steward’s (406 Strand) improved telescope, 
invented, in the first instance, to show accurately hits upon the target in 
rifle practice at the long range, 1100 yards, a service it admirably per- 
forms. It is equally adaptable to the use of those who are frequently em- 
ployed in examining the surface of a country for what the mining commu- 
nity appropriately term “‘ prospecting ”’ purposes. Of undeniable accuracy, 
the geologist and tourist will find it a most convenient as well as useful 
companion, it being the most portable glass as yet presented to the public 
for field service, while its price (two guineas) brings it at once within the 
range of everyone to whom such aid, at a low figure, is a matter of con- 
sideration. Every attempt to dispense the benefits of improvement in the 
auxiliaries of science, so that the hard-working man of moderate means 
may be enabled toshare in those advantages and enhance the value of his 
labour, is worthy universally of encouragement and support. 





SEPARATION OF GOLD FROM OTHER METALLIC Propucts oF QuaRTz. 
—We learn from Australia that Mr. Ulrich, of the Geological Survey 
Department, has invented and patented a contrivance for the separation 
of gold and other metallic products from quartz, which, it appears, has 
not attracted the attention it deserves. The invention is based on the fact that there 
are many gradations in the size and weight of the metallic particles liberated by the 
stamps, and that in the ordinary processes of extraction due provision is not made for 
regulating the current of water when ripples are employed, and they are rapidly super- 
seding the shaking table. To free the inclined planes from quartz debris a certain fall 
of water is n The force exerted by this may be resisted by the heavier frag- 
ments of gold, but inevitably sweeps away the ligher ones. Many persons fancy because 
they are unable to detect traces of gold at the foot of the ripples that, therefore, none is 
lost. Experiments at the works of the Clunes Company, which approach perfection 
nearer than any others in the country, have shown that, even with the most carefully 
regulated ripples, there is a waste of gold. Ona recent occasion a quicksilver trough, 
placed below the outlet of the ripples of a battery, was found after some months to con- 
tain a mass of amalgam, the gold in which had assumed a beautifully crystallised form. 
To obviate the defects in eur modes of saving quartz gold, Mr. Ulrich proposes to place 
a series of pyramidal boxes, which ore fixed apex downwards in a line behind each other, 
either below the outfall of the stamps-boxes, or that of the inclined planes. The last 
box in the series is shaped like a trapezium at the base, and is considerably larger than 
the others. The effect of this arrangement is, that the various metals are deposited in 
the several boxes, ding their respective densities, the heaviest fragments being 
caught first and the lightest last. The inferior specific gravity of the quartz causes it 
to be carried off by the current, and so thoroughly is the separation of the gold, pyrites, 
&c., effected that the water issuing with the quartz from the lowest box is perfectly 
limpid. One of the chief advantages of the invention is its ability toretain the pyrites, 
which are now almost everywhere thrown away. In the opinion of scientific men, the 
future gold crop of the country will be derived rather from metallic substances with 
which it is combined than its present matrix. If they are not wrong in their calculations, 
the annual loss of gold in our pyrites must be something enormous, the Clunes Compan 
alone, it is said, wasting in this way the large sum of £40,000 annually. Mr. Ulrich’s 
contrivance has been tried on a small scale at the works of that company, and found to 
fulfil the expectations of the designer, but the quartz of that mining association is so rich 
that the stoppage of a battery, even for the sake of experimenting with improved appa- 
ratus, is hardly permitted long enough to test the latter. 








CompusTIBiLity oF PerroteuM.—The following letter on the com- 
bustibility of petroleum, from Dr. Robert Angus Smith, F.R.S., F.G.S., d&c., the emi- 
nent chemist, so well known to the world by his valuable researches on the Air and 
Water of Towns, app 1 in the Manchester E. iner and Times of Tuesday :—“ The 
experiments at Liverpool on this subject, spoken of by you last week, are, no doubt, very 
valuable, as a portion of a number to be made, but if taken by themselves they seem 
to establish nothing. You did not inform us of the evaporating point of the oils, and 
we do not, therefore, know definitely on what substances the experiments were made. 
If the oil burnt on the cold ground it must have been a very dangerous specimen. The 
absence of very violent explosion is not remarkable. Explosion takes place when the 
vapour is mixed with air, and this occurs chiefly when there is evaporation in an en- 
closed space. Experiments made in the open air do not necessarily cause explosions. 
The two great facts to be remembered respecting the volatile petrolium are:—1. That 
the vapour rising at the ordinary temperatures ignites readily, and when mixed with air 
explodes. It mixes with air like gas, and in this lies its hidden danger.—2. When water 
is thrown on the oil, the ofl floats on the water, and still burns; whereas spirits mix 
with water, become diluted, and cease to burn. Having made many trials of these oils, 
I thought it well to guard against some of the conclusions drawn from the experiments 
alluded to.—R,. Aneus Sarr.”

W. Bird and Co., the agents for the sale of the 
article in this country, have issued a circular containing the result of Prof. Fresentus’s 
analysis of Musen spiegeleisen, manufactured by the Cologne-Musen Mining Company 
from the ore of their Stahlberg (Mountain of Steel) Mine, and describing the character 
and value of the metal. It contains a large quantity of manganese, and is peculiarly 
adapted for the manufacture of steel; it is smelted entirely with charcoal, and is very 
regular in quality.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


_ Ava, 28.—The Iron Trade in this district is rather more active. The 
improved demand for shipbuilding plates continues, and there is also a 
good enquiry for sheets for Russia, and other parts of the Continent. There 
are also fully as many orders in hand for common bats, although all but 
the first houses are accepting very low prices, There appears to be a de- 
cided disposition on the part of shipbuilders to use superior iron in their 
plates, a most desirable improvement, as very inferior iron has been used 
for what have been known as “ boat-plates.” ‘The Hardware Trades of 
Birmingham are decidedly better than they were, the improvement in the 
weather having exerted a beneficial influence, and the lowness of stocks 
compels purchases. In Wolverhampton and South Staffordshire generally 
there is less improvement; but in one or two branches there is also a 
shade more activity in that quarter. The works at Wednesbury which 
are engaged in making railway-wheels and axles are rather busier. 

ference was made a few weeks ago toa dinner at the Round Oak 
Tronworks of the Earl of Dudley, which the workmen gave to Mr. R. 
Smith, the veteran and highly-esteemed agent of his lordship, These 
works are on @ very large scale, are most substantial, admirably arranged, and provided 
with every requisite for the convenient carrying on of the operations conducted there. 
During the present year they have been visited by a great number of distinguished 
foreigners, whose attention has been attracted by the admirable case of specimens of iron 
exhibited by his lordship in the eastern annexe of the Exhibition, and all of which were 
got up at these works. The first impression which the visitor receives on entering the 
works is the remarkable cleanliness, order, and airiness of the whole place. Tae diffe- 
rence between these and most ironworks is in this respect as great as between the deck 
of a coal barge and that of a man-of-war, ora first-class merchant ship. Access to and 
from the works is most convenient. The coal and pig-iron are brought by canal and rail 
to the back, whence they are conveyed in wagons on rails to the puddling-furnaces, 
thenee they go to the milis and the warehouse, or at once to the West Midlana Rallway, 
which is close to the works, for immediate delivery. The engine is high-pressure, and 
occupies extremely little space, the whole works being open from end to end. The driv- 
ing-wheel is nearly 25 feet in diameter, and the hammers for reducing the blooms are of 
great weight. The arrangements are throughout admirable, and such as only the capital 
of a Lord Dudley, and the energy and ability of a Mr. Smith, and those who act under 
him, could realise: 400 tons of finished iron are turned out weekly, and the quantity 
only very inadequately expresses the importance of the production. Mr. Smith wisely 
determined to make only first-class iron, and a large proportion of what is turned out is 
“ best,” or “ best best." Gunbarrel-iron, steel-iron, &c., are produced, and on the occa- 
sion of an accidental visit a few days ago a splendid plate fora locomotive side was being 
passed through the rolls, It is satisfactory to find that during the five years the works 
have been in operation, although they constituted a very large addition to the make of 
the district, and the trade has been flat during the whole period, they have been in full 
operation, the excelience of the quality securing a market. 

The first meeting of the Wolverhampton Boiler Inspection and Assu- 
rance Company was held at Wolverhampton, on Wednesday, Mr. Walter 
Williams, jun., in the chair). The report stated that 1875 shares, of 102. 
each, representing a subscribed capital of 18,7507., had been allotted toa 
very influential body of shareholders ; and the report of the engineer, Mr. E. B. Marten, 
stated that particulars had already been taken in regard to 1332 boilers, with a view to 
insurance; and proposals for the insurance cf 204 had been completed, and for the in- 
spection alone of 120, A very influential body of directors was appointed. The com- 
pany had its origin in the fearful boiler explosion at Milifields, which was the means 
of leading to the adoption of a course which has been repeatedly urged by the local 
press. The necessity for a careful and periodical inspection of boilers is plain to any 
ene who knows anything of the manufacturing operations of this county. Steam-boilers 
exist almost everywhere; and in the great majority of, cases they are under the direc- 
tion of men who are merely able to perform routine operations; and there is in most 
cases no person competent for the duty who overlooks them. The frequent occurrence 
of boiler explosions, and the serious consequences which usually follow, attest, in a pain- 
fully emphatic manner, the necessity for such a step. Even where there is a person at 
the works Pp the state of the boilers, there is so strong a desire to 
keep the works steadily in operation, that there is great danger of warnings being neg- 
lected, and repairs postponed. This would not apply to the representative of a com- 
pany, whose specific duty it is to discover and point out the actual state of boilers, 
and who, as the agent of an association ponsible for the d ge done, would natu- 
rally take every precaution to prevent the possibility of accidents. Proprietors of ex- 
tensive works may secure competent inspection, but all who havea small number should 
avail themselves of the advantages which #uch associations as this afford. The charges 
for inspection only vary from 133, to 20s. for each boiler yearly, according to the num- 
ber inspected, and the rates for assurance and inspection vary from % to 2 per cent., ac- 
cording to the pressure at which the boilers are worked, and the degree of risk which 
their construction and state involve, It may be hoped that one result of the regular in- 
spection of boilers will be to effect improvements in the modes of heating, which may 
lead to economy of fuel, diminished risk of accidents, and a reduction of the smoke dis- 
charged from engine stacis, 

The dl e Gl ter Wagon Company (Limited) have issued a circular, 
stating that a dividend for thé half-year at the rate of 8 per cent. will be paid for the 
half-year ended June 30. But for the depression of trade, arising from the influence ot 
the American war, the directors would have hoped to have declared a dividend at the 
rate of 10 percent. The report deprecates the creation of new wagon companies, ob- 
serving that for some time past none of the existing companies have been worked up to 
more than 50 per cent. of their capabilities, and that all of them have large amounts of 
share capital uncalled. During the half-year 654 new wagons had been turned out, or 
194 less than in the first six months of 1861. 

Three men were killed at the Lowerlands Colliery, of the Messrs. Williamson, near 
Tanstall, on the 18th inst., under circumstances which strikingly show the importance 
of strict d scipline in mining operations. For some reason (it is said with a view togo 
to the wake at Congleton), four youths, whose ages varied from 13 to 19, determined to 
ascend the shaft an hour before the usual time; and, apparently with a view to prevent 
any objection being made, instead of obtaining the proper skip for raising and lowering 
persons, ascended by a wagon on which three loose tubs were placed. Instead of the 
proper signal by four knocks being given to show that persons were about to ascend, 
only one was made by the looker-on, as if it were a load of mineral. The pit which is 
used for getting ironstone is 140 yards deep. In the course of the ascent the wagon, 
which swayed a good deal, struck a plece of stone which projected from the side of the 
shaft, and one of the tacklers broke. Three of the unfortunate youths fell to the bottom, 
and two were killed on the spot, and the third so much injured that he died in a few 
days. The fourth clung to the tacklers, and reached the top in safety. A more reckless 
proceeding could hardly be imagined. 

A serious accident occurred on the 20th inst. at Lay’s Colliery, near Brierly Hill, by 
which a man lost his life. The water shaft of the colliery being out of repair, Mr. 
Silas Whitehouse, a master sinker, and Mr, Thomas Hicks, the engineer of the colliery, 
descended for the purpose of examining It, and the former was to give an estimate for 
the work. They went down in the water bucket, each having one leg in and one out. 
When about forty yards down the engine got out of gear, and the bucket began to 
descend with great velocity. Hicks, seeing the danger, stretched out his legs and caught 
one of the timbers which support the sides of the pit, and having clutched an fron rod 
which runs down the side of the shaft, managed to swing himself out of the bucket, and 
gained a spot where he was able to remain in safety. Whitehouse was less fortunate. 
The bucket caught on a timber lower down, but the weight of the descending chain 
hastened it and Whitehouse to the bottom, a depth of 200 yards, and he was dashed to 
pieces. Hicks was safely rescued. It was found by Mr. Baker, the Inspector, that the 
driving-whecl of the engine was not hung correctly on the centre, so that in a portion 
of the revolution it only caught the cogs of the wheel into which it worked. The case 
will be fally enquired into. 

An accident occurred at Messrs. Peake, Nichols, and Co.’s Battyfleld Colliery, whereby 
five persons were more or less injured. At about six o'clock on Friday evening the 
miners were ascending the shaft, and there were already five in the skip, consisting of 
four men and one boy, and when they had left the bottom and got at an altitude of 
about six yards the wire rope broke at the part that was at that time going over the 
pulley, and they, therefore, fell to the bottom. The skip was protected by a bonnet. 
They were, fortunately, not seriously hurt, The bonnet and the rope that fell on to them 
seemed to have caused more mischief than the shock occasioned by the fall. The 
rope had only been used a few days, anu but five minutes before the breakage had 
lifted a weight of more than half a ton. 

















REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 


Avg. 28.—Considering the position of affairs in America, and the in- 
creased depression which the cotton famines is producing throughout the 
manufacturing districts, the Iron Trade is in a tolerably healthy state. 
The demand for general descriptions of iron from the Continent, America 
excepted, has been very satisfactory. There has been, too, a brisk en- 
quiry for engines and all kinds of tools applicable to the carrying out of 
large works, The demand for rails and railway ironwork is on the increase, owing to 
the construction of new lines, and the renewal of permanent way, the companies finding 
it much safer to be liberal in renewals rather than risk the safety of the traffic by allow- 
ing the old rails to remain down too long. ‘The Steel Trade at Sheffield is improving, 
and several branches of thecutlery trade are reported to be better. We have previously 
alluded to the extent of the manufacture of armour-plates by the firm of Messrs. John 
Brown and Co. On Thursday a train, containing about 500 tons of armour-plates, was 
sent from Sheffield to the Government works at Woolwich Dockyard, to be used for 
plating the sides of the Caledonia. Along with the same cargo was a sample slab of 
iron, which had been manufactured at the Thames Ironworks, 7 ft. long, 4 ft. broad, and 
4 in. thick. The plant and works known as the Midiand Iron Company are about to be 
submitted to public auction, the attempt to effect a private negociation having failed. 
It will be remembered that the works have been carried on by a committee of inspection 
since the bankruptcy of the late firm. 

The Coal Trade continues to manifest indications of improvement. The London mer- 
chants are laying in large stocks for the winter, and certainly they could not have hada 
more favourable opportunity. The average price of coals at the present time, compared 
with the rates of a similar period last year, are fully 1s. 6d. lower. There is alsoa greater 
amount of competition going on at present between the Midland and the Great Northern 
Railway Companies with regard to the coal traffic, the practical effect of which is that 
the two companies are carrying coal to London at a reduction of Is. 6d. per ton as com- 

ith previous rates. Thus it will be seen that 3s. reduction in the price of coal 





ought to stimulate the London trade to a very considerable extent. 
Mr, C, F, Smith, who was formerly of the Cinderhill and Babbington Collieries, re- 


cently read a paper at the North of England Institute of Mining Engineers on the works 
at Cinderhill, and the system there adopted for winning the coal. Mr. Smith received 
a vote of thanks from the President of the Association for the paper he had read. 

A very great boon has been conferred upon the workmen a! Staveley Works by the 
liberality of Mr. Barrow, who has arranged with the Midiand Railway Company torun 
a market train from Staveley to Chesterfield and back for 6d. The train has been running 
for some time, and so extensively is it patronised that on Saturday last there were nearly 
900 passengers. The workmen are thus enabled to avail themselves of the nearest 
mariet, that of Chesterfield, to expend their money to the best advantage. 

The Derbyshire lead mines are improving, and were general trade good there would 
be a large amount of mining enterprise evoked. The Mill Dam Mine is looking well, 


| and a considerable improvement has taken place in the shares of the Peak Forest Com- 


pany. Eyam is looking well, and the shares are firm in the market. We anticipate 
@ great augmentation of the mining enterprise of Derbyshire when the new raliway shall 
have been opened through, so that coals may be brought to the pit bank at a much cheaper 
rate than could be done by land carriage. 

The railways have suffered much by the depression in mineral traffic, and in several in- 
stances the directors urge this as the reason for reduced dividends. The mining share 
market is dull, and with one or two exceptions the business transactivns have been no- 
minal. There isa great enquiry for banking stocks, owing to the exceedingly large 
dividends which most of them have paid during the present year. 

The colliers of Wigan and district are at present in @ most excited state, consequent 
on a proposed reduction in their wages, These, they say, have lately been reduced t wice, 
the reduction on each occasion being equal to 10 per cent. ; and a third notice has now 
been issued, which, if carried out, will have the effect of bringing their receipts 30 per cent, 
below the usual rate in the district. The first, and also the second reduction, they have 
accepted without a murmur,as a necessity owing to the slackness of trade ; but the third 
they cannot consent to without a protest, as, in conjunction with short time, it will bring 
their fortnightly receipts so low that they will be totally unable to support their wives 
and families, Several meetings have been held, and it is now resolved that delegates 
from each colliery shall assemble to decide what course shall be adopted. 





REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Ava. 28.—The half-yearly meeting of the Blyth and Tyne Railway 
Company was held on Monday, and, owing to the late depression in trade, 
the revenue for that period has diminished a little, but, as the working ex- 
penses have been reduced in the same proportion, a dividend has been 
paid at the same rate as the former half-year, This line is employed prin- 
cipally in the haulage of coal from the large steam coal collieries of North- 
umberland, and is one of the most prosperous, considering its length, in the kingdom, 
The gross revenue for the half-year is 43,6011. 14s. 9d., and expenditure, 29,1307. 14s. 10d,, 
leaving a balance of 14,4707. 19s. 11d. applicable to dividend, 10 per cent. being paid on 
the original preference shares, 944 per cent. on the ordinary and extension shares, and 
5 per cent. on the A and B proference shares, leaving a balance of 63/. 8s, 1d. tobe car- 
ried to the reserve fund. 

The affairs of the unfortunate District Bank have again come before the public. It 
appears that a further dividend of 2s. is shortly to be paid to the creditors. An arrange- 
ment has also been made by the liquidators with Mr. Ramsay, the owner of the Blaydon 
Main Colliery, by which he has to pay the sum of 29,2002. in liquidation of his entire 
debt, to the bank, which ted with i t to 50,0007. 

The Derwent [ronworks, after a careful valuation, are shortly to be sold for what they 
will bringin the market. The materials at the Hareshaw Ironworks, near Bellingham, 
are now advertised for sale, so that it appears all hope of a purchaser being found for the 
purpose of carrying them on is now abandoned ; indeed, the works are being dismantled. 
The coal works at the Plashetts are being vigorously pushed forward, upwards of 100 
men being now employed. These works are opened by a level, and in driving on the 
level ancient workings have been found near the outcrop. Curious relics have also been 
found in the shape of a wooden shovel and sledge, and also wooden road for the sledge to 
travel on. The coal has been tried for coke-making, and found to make coke of toler- 
ably good quality. 

The Coal Trade still continues sluggish, and as the season is now far advauced with- 
out a prospect of the adjustment of American affairs, little improvement can be expected 
until the approach of winter. The frightful carnage going on in that ill-fated country, 
with the apparent want of any useful result, must excite the horror and astonishment 
of everyone in this country. The weather here is now all that can be desired, and the 
grain crops are rapidly advancing towards maturity. Should the dry, genial weather 
continue a good harvest may yet be anticipated. 

The arrangements recently made for a College or Department for the Teaching of Min- 
ing and Practical Science in connection with the University of Durham have not given 
satisfaction to the parties interested, and in consequence further exertions are to be made 
to secure this very desirable object. One objection is that the salaries fixed to be paid 
to professors are much too low to secure able and efficient men. Another objection is 
the want of facilities for the education and improvement of overmen, underviewers, &, 
However, Newcastie-on-Tyne appears to be the locality where such an institution ought 
to be erected; and the establishment of a real Mining School and College of Mining 
Geological, and Practical Sclence can scarcely be considered an impossibility in such a 
centre of mining and manufacturing enterprise. A commencement once made with such 
a work would, probably, be the most difficult part of the business; the large coal and 
fron proprietors, owners of engine works, immense chemical works, &., on the Tyne, 
would surely contribute to its support. The Duke of Northumberland’s munificent offer 
would be a good foundation to build upon, and the institution might be made to a cer- 
tain extent self-supporting by the payment of fees by the students. A separate or in- 
dependent college or school would certainly be much preferred to one in connection with 
the Ugiversity of Durham, as it would be more free, and in the end, no doubt, much 
more effective and useful. 

The Tunnelling Machine in the Claxton’s Quarry, Gateshead, is still at work occa- 
sionally, it being stopped sometimes for repairs and improvements. The promoters ap- 
pear to be sanguine of ultimate success, as many improvements have been introduced, 
and they appear to persevere in removing all objections. 

An accident occurred on Monday at Acomb Colliery, Hexham, by which a man named 
McGourke was severely burnt, McGourke had been removed from his own bord on 
Saturday to work in another,and on his returning on Monday morning he went in search 
of his tools,and going four bords to far he by mistake entered one charged with gas, 
which on approaching with his light exploded. The overman had placed a caution over 
the bord in question, which it appears McGourke had not observed. 


A correspondent of the % tle Chronicle, in reference to the boiler explosion near 
Wigan (fully noticed in last week’s Journal), says—“ Seeing that the Government In- 
spector, Mr, Dickinson, has been imparting his great experience on the subject, I was 
struck with the omission of important information which might serve to guide the judg- 
ment of your readers, not only as to the cause, but also to the general principle applicable 
to such cases :—1. The length and diameter of the boilers, and how set? 2. Thickness 
of plate? 3. Whether any water-floats were applied? 4. Were all the boilers fed by 
one pipe? 5. Number and diameter of safety-valves? With respect to the thickness 
of plate, % of an inch is almost the universal thickness used throughout the North of 
England ; but the pressure quoted in this instance— 40 to 50 Ibs. per square inch—is very 
excessive, and the exclusive dependence upon glass gauges may be justly questionable, 
Mr. Dickinson deprecates the term mystery applicable to accidents of this nature, and 
at the same time acknowledges that he cannot elucidate the cause of the explosion, 
Without specifying the exact construction of the boiler, he says that although such prac- 
tice is admissible in this country, it is prohibited by law in Belgium. Now, this re- 
quires elucidation, It appears that seven months ago two new plates were put into the 
boiler, over the fire-place, in separate laps, but adjacent to each other, and it is material 
to explain of what sizes these plates were.—ENGINE- WRIGHT.” 








The following information is extracted from the Newcastle Chronicle:— 


Tue Stockton MALueasize Iron Company.—This is an infantile con- 
cern as regards the period of its existence, having only been opened out in February last. 
The managers are gentlemen who were formerly connected with the working depart- 
ment of the Consett Ironworks, which, en passant, I may say, are not likely to be im- 
proved by the opening of ironworks on the Tees. The position of these new works will 
be best told in a literal transcript of notes taken on the spot :—‘“‘Our works cover five 
acres of ground, within easy access of the water side; and our manufactures are boiler 
and ship plates. Prior to the establishment of these works the iron ship builders drew 
their supplies entirely from Consett and Leeds. We have one puddling and one plate 
mill, and can turn out 100 tons per week of finished tron ; but we are putting up another 
pair of shears, which will give us 20 tons more per week. It is contemplated extending 
the works. We employ 250 hands, and pay from 400/. to 5001. per fortnight. Plenty of 
orders, and the prospect is all we could desire. During the last month or two (Jane 
and July) both here and at Consett the price obtained for iron has considerably advanced.” 

Srocxton-on-TgEes Irnonworks.—These works are close neighbours te 
the rolling mills above-named, and consist of three blast-furnaces. They have been esta- 
blished between seven and eight years, and employ 80 men, with only two furnaces going. 
Here the third farnace is kept as a reserve. The intelligent manager says:—‘* We turn 
out 1000 tons of pig-iron per fortnight; but for the last three years prices have gradually 
fallen, and have got worse since the commencement of the American war. When we 
commenced pig-iron raled at about 4/. 15s. ; now it is down to from 21. 5s. to 2/. 9s. 
At present we are only slack, though from the commencement of these works up to within 
three months ago we were fully employed. We have had three furnaces going occa 
sionally, but never for more than three months at a time. In those cases we woul 
employ 110 or 120 men, and produce 1400 or 1500 tons per fortnight. We have expor 
to some extent, and are now in expectation of extensive orders from France, where w 
recently sent heavy samples.” “ 

Tue TrespaLe Ironworks are situate on the south bank of the river, 
and are the property of Messrs. Head, Ashby, and Co. They had been established some 
time when the present firm purchased them, six yearsago. They cover three acres of 
ground, and include within their walls a very extensive, lofty pile of buildings, now used 
as engineers’ fitting shops, the whole giving employment to 300 hands, paying 6001. 
per fortnight. The chief manufacture is cast-iron railway bridges, the manufacture of 
punching and shearing machines, the construction of steam-engines, the casting of metal 
columns, railway chairs, &c. The foundry is very extensive, and is melting from 30 
to 40 tons of metal per day. “ Busy as ever we can be,” says one of the proprietors, “ in 
every department.” The iron bridges constructed hexe are of great size, chiefly for rail- 
ways in foreign parts. One of these I saw set up in the yard. It contained 1000 tons 
of wrought-iron, and is intended for the Ancona and St. Benedito line, in Italy. The 
huge building I have named was, some 23 years ago, a spinning-mill. 

Tue Tuornsy Ironworxs.—Not far from the last-named stand the 
Thornby Lronworks, the property of Messrs. W. Whitwell and Co., consisting of three 
blast furnaces, all new—only two being in work at present; the third about to be blown 
in in consequence of increase of orders for immediate execution. The iron seems to be 
of a superior make, though the stone employed is deficient in yield, not giving more than 
from 35 to 37 per cent. of metal. These furnaces are reported to meas being the largest 
in the world—“ being 20 ft. in the bosh”—"‘ We pay 3001. per fortnight. The works 
were only blown in in March last. A great deal of our iron goes to Leeds and the South 
of England. We are sending a large quantity to the tin mills at Consett: this week 
(last in July) we are sending 300 tons. We are turning out 1000 tons per fortnight, 
and have, like almost every branch in this neighbourhood, an excellent prospect. We 
are well sold forward at Middlesbro’, and the reports of our make from the Middlesbro’ 
districts are highly flattering.” . 

Tue Norton Brast-Furnaces.—For the sake of keeping our report 
of the iron trade altogether, I will now go on to Norton—a quiet, pretty village, about 
two miles N.W. of Stockton, with which town, by the way, it disputes a greater anti- 
quity. Passing by the village green, with its group of roysterous youngsters engaged 
in cricket, the village pond, the viliage hostelry, and the village blacksmith, for another 
half a mile, the visitor comes to these works, which consist of three blast-furnaces— 
“three” being the favourite nuthber; the property of Messrs. Warners, Lucas, and 
Barrett, which have been in operation since 1856. All the furnaces here are at work, 
and there is also an extensive foundry attached for casting railway chairs ; and where, 





also, all the castings for the ponderous machinery at work here were made, Messrs. 
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Warner and Co. employ 250 hands, and pay 410/. per fortnight. Trade is in the highest 
, it is inconventently heavy to the men, who are working night and

day, orders being heavier than can be executed. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Ava. 28.—The announcement in the Metal Market report of the Min- 
ing Journal of last week, that cailway bars were firm at the advanced 
rice, and merchant bars in good ordinary request at higher prices, has 
its proper influence over this district, and there are unmistakeable 
signs of increased confidence as to the future manifested by the ironmas- 
ters. The Abernant and Liwydcoed Works, Aberdare, are going on 
steadily, —y | branch being well employed. The Merthyr works are 
moving, and the gigantic Dowlais furnaces, forge, mills, &c., show an ac- 
tivity which has not been witnessed for sometime. ‘The Ebbw Vale Com- 
pany are preparing t6 light an additional furnace at Ebbw Vale, and some 
extensive alterations are about to be made in the works, in order that the 
benefits of recent improvements in iron-making a be realised as far as 
ible. Some few weeks since it was reported that the company had 
ighted a third furnace at Abersychan, and that preparations were being 
made for a still further increase of work. This statement has now been 
verified, as it has already been determined to build about 20 more puddling 
furnaces. If, as is generally expected, another blast-furnace will be lighted, 
hundreds of additional hands will be employed, and Abersychan will soon 
wear a thriving and prosperous aspect. The Tredegar Ironworks are in 
full work, every branch being actively employed. ‘Tredegar has felt less 
of the effects of the depression than any work in the neighbourhood; but 
this may be accounted for from the fact that the company have had large 
orders on hand for a long time past. With another slight advance in the 
price of iron, and a steady demand, the Monmouth and South Wales dis- 
trict would return to the prosperous times of six or seven years ago, and 
there would be full employment for both capital and labour. : 

The Coal Trade has been in a dull and inactive state for a long time, 
but the vitality and activity shown in the iron market must eventually affect 
coal to a great extent. The great complaint of the coalowners has been 
that on the stoppage of several furnaces the ironmasters sent their coal to 
the shipping ports, and glutted the market. Low prices, and all its atten- 
dant consequences, followed, ‘as might naturally be expected, and hence 
the complaint of the colliery proprietors was to a great extent correct. The 
improvement in the iron trade will now keep much of this coal out of the 
market, and the coal market will, without doubt, soon be in a healthy state. 
Mr. Darby, the managing proprietor of the Ebbw Vale Company, has 
determined to cease shipping coal altogether, and the quantity sent down 
to Newport at present is limited to supplying the existing contracts. The 
company’s coal and iron offices at the port have been closed, and all the 
business transferred to the wharf, which indicates that economy is the 
prevailing policy. The Aberdare and Rhondda Valley Collieries are pro- 
ceeding with average steadiness, but as yet there is no decided improve- 
ment evinced. At Risca, matters remain about the same. The Black 
Vein Collieries are well employed, and there is no reason to complain as 
regards the Rock Vein, although work, perhaps, is not quite so regular as 
might be expected. The network of railways which are now in progress 
from Newport to Merthyr, Aberdare, Swansea, Llanelly, &c., cannot fail 
to open up an extensive coal district, and as it is pretty clear that the de- 
mand wi inavense, yet it is equally as clear that there will be no lack of 
competition. Judging from all the surrounding circumstances affecting the 
two staple trades, it must be admitted that things are decidedly improving, 
especially in the iron trade, and with the winter coming the coalmasters 
may look forward with certainty to a brighter future. Besides this, the 
settlement of the American dispute is within the reach of probability, and 
once that long-wished-for event takes place the iron and coalmasters will 
see such a time as, perhaps, they never before witnessed. 

Another instance of a reckless disregard of colliery rules has occurred 
at the Daffryn Pit No. 1, Merthyr. On Saturday, an old collier, named John Davies, 
was charged before Mr. Flowers, at the Merthyr Police Court, with smoking in the pit, 
contrary to the rules. Richard Shepherd, the overman, said he went to Davies’s stall 
on the previous Tuesday, and found everything all right. He then went to an adjoining 
stall, and while there smelt tobacco, He then returned to Davies’s stall, and foun®him 
in the act of lighting his pipe. Mr. Flowers commented strongly on such conduct on the 
part of an old collier, and Davies was committed for ten days.—Another case occurred 
at the Pontyclere Coal Works, Lianelly, on Friday last. A man, named William 
Anthony, went to an old working with a naked light, and the gas at once ignited. 
Anthony, who, it appears, had no business in the old working, was badly burnt, but 
fortunately the explosion did not extend any further. This is one more warning to col- 
lerss as to going to old places, and it is to be hoped that it will have its proper influence. 

Mr. Thomas Evans, the Government Inspector of Mines for the South Wales District, 
has made an application to the Lianelly magistrates for three summonses against Mr. 
John Francis, of the Cae Colliery, for infringements of the Mines Regulation Act, and 
the cases will be shortly heard. 

The local railway meetings which have been held during the last few days show that 
the undeveloped rich mineral fields of Wales are drawing the attention of railway capi- 
talists. Railway after railway has been promoted, and wherever a line has been opened 
in the Principality, the traffic returns soon show that the prospects held forth will be 

lised, and hand dividends may be expected. Ten years ago there were only two 
or three lines in Wales, but now the locomotive has penetrated to nearly every town of 
importance, and in two years again Milford Haven will be connected with Liverpool and 
Manchester by a direct railway route, as it is now by the South Wales and Great West- 
ern connected with London. The dividends already declared by companies which have 
only been in existence two or three years, prove what immense resources Wales pos- 
sesses when properly developed. The following were the dividends declared on the 
ordinary shares at the meetings held within the last few days:—Liynvi Valley, 4 per 
per cent, per annum; Vale of Clwyd, 5 per cent. ; Aberdare Valley, 10 per cent; Os- 
westry and Newtown, 3% per cent. 

The arrivals at Swansea include—the Arves, from Almeria, with 22 tons of copper ore 
fn bags, and 130!tons of copper ore in bulk, for Williams, Foster, and Co.; Liangilby, from 
Caldera, with 317 tons of silver ore, and 30 tons of copper regulus, for Henry Bath and 
Son; Antoalo Vinent, from Santiago de Cuba, with 638 tons of copper ore, for Richard- 
gon and Co. ; Rose of England, from Cobyba, with copper ore, for H. Bath and Son. 











MINING IN SCOTLAND—VISIT TO THE LOCH FYNE MINES. 


(Extracts From A GeoLoowt’s Nore-Boox.]—No, III, 


Immediately to the south of Inverneil are the lands of Stronachullen and 
Strondour, on the Shirvan estate, the property of Mr. John Graham Camp- 
bell; and having learned that they exhibit indications of copper and lead, 
we devoted a day to visit the locality, Extending our walk about four 
miles from Ardrishaig to the southward by the road along the shore, we 
found the hilly ground more and more approaching the water, and afford- 
ing striking illustrations of the ancient sea margin of our island—here re- 
ceding and forming the landward boundary of a gentle slope clad with 
crops, and there advancing, with battered front, towards its ancient anta- 
goat, the sea, still resistlessly fulfilling its task as an important agent of 

ature in the re-distribution of the solid materials of our earth’s surface. 
The hills are clad with verdure, and as we trudge along a numerous fleet 
of small fishing craft are flinging the briny foam from their bows, as they 
return homeward with a favouring breeze from their nightly toil. Weare 
directed for information to a small farmhouse on a grassy knoll, and on 
the way encounter an old Cornish miner, in the employment of the lessee 
of the minerals of the estate. His keen grey eye twinkles with enthusiasm 
when he ascertains the object of our visit, and we are soon introduced to the farmerand 
his sonsie wife, whose mantelpiece ornaments consist of a medley of local mineralogical 
specimens of all sorts and sizes. These, of course, we examine in detail. They are 
copper, lead, zinc, and mundic, with a few that look doubtful, and one reputed to contain 
gold. We care less, however, for metals than rocks, and were more interested in some 
fragments of magnesite, with fine-grained sandstone, and a white calcareous concrete, 
which we would hardly have expected to meet with among the rocks of the district. 
Our new friend, Griffiths, is off in search of a weapon, and here he comes armed with a 
formidable “ pick ;” so we must away to the hills, but not before regaling ourselves from 
the good wife’s milk-jug, and nibbiing a bit of oatcake. We take note of the general 
physical features of the grounds as we go along. A valley extends across from east to 
‘west, with a considerable stream flowing through it, and fed by several tributaries. 
We instinctively wend our way towards the hollow, to explore the course of the main 
stream, and have not gone far when a protruding vein of white quartz attracts our eye. 

e set Griffiths to work with his pick, but he informs us that this lode has been traced 

of the stream, where it has been driven on to a short distance. We accord- 

the locality indicated, and find that some slight examination of this 

place, but not to an extent sufficient to prove it. At no great distance 

verging lodes, and some fair samples of lead associated with mundic, 

taken away from trial shafts; and, crossing the stream, we observe indi- 

cations of a continuation of these lodes. The strata are the same as in other parts of 

the district we have visited—viz., argillaceous, talcose, and micaceous schists, with 

quartzite, the last generally laminated, and not unfrequently combined with mica, merg- 

ing into a schist. The only igneous rocks we observed were some red felstone dykes on 

the that send innumerable strings into the contiguous strata. We havesome- 

times been puzzled to account for a stratified rock standing up like a trap dyke, as, for 

instance, a “ kingle,” or indurated len, near Dumbarton ; ba 

in this locality we have good illustrations of the manner in which strata are carried up 

these igneous rocks; and a rade pillar, called “ Lot’s Wife,” also in Dumbartonshire, 

consists of a mass of fractured strata upheaved on the back of a dyke, and sufficiently 
cemented by igneous matter to withstand the denading agencies. 

Proceeding to the southward, we find before us an elevation of from 400 to 500 ft.,and 

the slope observe open ground, where the rock exposed is of a schistose character, 

micaceous, but containing mach free silica. Quartzite also shows on the surface, 

and is of a laminated st containing mica. Wherever either has been laid bare 
it appears to be highly metalliferous ; and we must confess that our observations in this 
district have altered our impression of quartzite in its relation to metallic deposits. We 
have a specimen of this rock from Spain; charged with green and blue carbonates of cop- 
; but after a careful examination of many miles of the same rock in certain parts of 
Feetend, without detecting veins of any sort, either metallic or non-metallic, we had 
asrived at the conclusion that it was rather en wnukindly mother rock, at Jeagt in our 


country. On this hill, however, which has been called by Cornish miners Caradon Hill, 
ason the Invernell estate we found it in all spots worked on highly charged with 
mundic, associated with copper ; and the most characteristic specimens of lead from the 
latter locality are combined with the same rock, while the true lodes make as favour- 
ably in it as in the killas. There are, no doubt, many difficulties in the way of esta- 
blishing a perfectly defensible theory of the formation of mineral veins, and it is ac- 
knowledged that few subjects of geological research are more obscure ; but we have al ways 
been adverse to subscribe to the popular mining doctrine of lodes being “ fed” from the 
rocks which enclose them. We incline rather to pin our faith to the theory of injection 
from below, and can discover little weight in the arguments commonly advanced in op- 
position to it. It is admitted by the opponents of that theory that trap dykes and quartz 
veins have been so formed, sending strings into the surrounding rocks, but they ask why 
metallic lodes are not also found protruding above the surface, and overflowing. We 
could hardly expect so close an analogy between trap rocks and metallic veins. ‘The 
former have evidently, unless in exceptional instances, like the molten lavas of recent 
times, been suddenly injected into rents formed by their own local pressure, or by some 
general convulsive movement, and are not dependant, as metallic veins apparently have 
been, upon the combined effect of chemical and electrical forces, aided by the lapse of a 
protracted period, and difled by the hanical character of the containing walls; and 
the argument that lodes are not found overflowing like traps is a hasty ption, for

in the Loch Fyne district there are overflows of metalliferous quartz veinsioverlying the 
strata, and leading to a false estimnte of the real width of the crevice below, which is as- 
certained only after the copper is removed. 

We shall not enter upon the knotty questions involved in the theory of metallic veins, 
however, but return to the hill from which we have digressed. Acting on our belief 
that so much disseminated metal as the stratified rocks contained proceeded from some 
well-defined source, we descended the hill towards the exposed rocks on the shore, where 
we learned from our guide that a lode made its appearance. We were not disappointed ; 
for here, intersecting the slaty rocks, and with a north-north-east bearing, we found a 
vein of mundic, apparently combined with copper, and from 8 to 10 in. wide, holding a 
course directly towards the ground we had been examining. This lode is a solid rib of 
metal, without a particle of matrix, and a wide gash in the ancient sea cliff is, probably, 
an indication of its continuation to the hill. We felt much inclined to explore the whole 
of the ground, but looking to the swelling heights, and remembering the return walk, 
we contented ourselves with a stroll along the shore to the southward, where the general 
lithological character of the neighbourhood is exhibited. Some strings of red hematite, 
and one or two felstone dykes, are seen. With regurd to these dykes, or elvan courses, 
we believe that in most instances, if not invariably, in this district they are newer than 
the lodes, while the reverse is the case in Cornwall; and the Cornish miner, who is ac- 
customed to find his lode holding on through the elvan,and not unfrequently improving, 
is astonished to find in a new locality that the elvan course disturbs his lode. He is 
puzzled with the quartzite of this district, and sets it downas greyelvan. Fortunately 
these trap intrusions appear here to be few and deep-seated, and not likely to interfere 
seriously with mining operations. We may say that, literally, nothing has been done 
to develope the minerals on Strondour and Stronachullen; but we were told by ourcom- 
panion that a strong limited liability company was in the course of formation for ac- 
quiring a sub-lease of the sett, which extends to nearly 4000 acres. This company is 
designated the “ South Knapdale Mining Company,” and the capital proposed is 50,0007. 
Provisional di are appointed, and a prospectus issued, containing analyses and re- 
ports by professional gentlemen. A ding to their stat ts, the sett contains four 
distinct rake-veins, with a general north-north-east strike,and measuring from 2 to 6 ft. 
wide, two of these having yielded, to superficial operations, specimens of copper and lead 
ore, which give, by assay, 1644 per cent. of the former, and 78 per cent. of the latter 
metal. To the south of the Shirvan Estate, we were informed attempts are being made 
to establish mines; but as our brief stay did not permit a visit to that portion of the 
district, rather than make statements at second-hand, we shall delay noticing it till we 
are in a position to write from personal observation. Although not personally interested 
in any mines whatever, we cannot but hope to see the promising sett of the South Knap- 
dale Company opened up as a source of employment to an interesting class of the labour- 
ing population, and of wealth to the adventurers. 














FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The Belgian Iron Trade exhibits little or no change in prices. The 
treaty with England voted by the Chamber of Representatives applies, it 
appears, to products of English origin reductions similar to those granted 
to French products in the treaty concluded last year between Belgium and 
France. Thus rough pig and old irons from England which pay at pre- 
sent, on entering Belgium, 19s. 3d., will not under the new treaty pay more than 12s. ; and 
this duty will be reduced to 8s. after Oct. 1, 1864. ‘The duty levied on forged, stretched, or 
rolled trons will be 27. to Oct. 1, 1864; and after that date it will be reduced to 1/7. 12s. 
Unworked steel will be charged 8s. definitively ; worked pig, 27. 8s. to Oct. 1, 1864, and 
after that date 1/, 12s. ; worked iron, 3/. 12s, to Oct. 1, 1864, and after that date 2/. 8s. ; 
nails, 2/. 8s. definitively ; and worked steel, 3/. 12s. to Oct. 1, 1864, and after that date, 
21.88. Machines, and detached pieces of machines, will be charged as follows :—In 
castings, 2/7. 8s. and 1/. 12s. ; in steeled iron, 3/. 12s. and 27. 88.; in copper or other ma- 
terial, 5/, 12s. and 4/. 168,; and in wood 10 per cent. ad valorem. The duty levied on 
coal on its entering Belgium will be reduced from 1s. 5d. to 10d. per ton. It is contem- 
plated to put again in activity the Hourpes blast-furnaces, belonging to the Sambre Min- 
ing Company. The purchasers of the Dolhain Works, which were recently sold, have 
formed a new company, and the blast-furnaces will be re-constructed. From France it 
is reported that there is not much doing in pig; nevertheless, the blast-furnaces are en- 
gaged up to October. At St. Dizier, the first blast-furnace worked with coke has just 
been put in activity, and a second, it is expected, will soon be worked by the same means 
in the district. It has, also, transpired that one firm intends extinguishing its three 
furnaces which are worked with wood, after the stocks at present on hand are exhausted. 
This change in the siderurgy of the Haute-Marne indicates a iderable progress, of 
which it is well to watch the first symptoms. Irons have remained without change ; 
castings, however, have been tending downwards. pig 

The Paris Copper Market has become calm. English in plates has been 
quoted at 93/7.; tough cake at 927, to 96/.; Lake Superior at 104/. to 105/.; 
Chilian at 927. to 92/, 10s.; and Corocoro copper mineral at 92/.; at Havre, 
Chilian and Peruvian in bars were quoted at 86/.; and Lake Superior 
1007, to 1047. The fall in tin has continued in Holland; in the other continental mar- 
kets transactions have been insignificant, and little or no change has occurred in prices, 
At Paris, Banca has been held at 120/.; Detroit at the same figure, and English at 1127. 
At Havre, Banca has brought 120/.; Detroit, 1167.; Peruvian, 104/.; and Peruvian mi- 
neral, 827, to 887. Lead and zine have remained calm, but prices have been pretty well 
maintained, At Paris, Spanish pigs have been dealt in at 21/. 4s.; French at 217. 4s. to 
211. 83. ; and Belgian on similar terms. At Havre, Spanish has changed hands at 19/. 
to 197. 8s. The quotation for rough Silesian zinc at Paris has been 191, 4s. to 19/7. 8s., 
and rolled has brought 261. " _ 

A royal decree has just authorised the establishment in Belgium of a 
company for lighting and heating by gas. The company reserves to itself 
powers to construct either for its own purposes or for sale every descrip- 
tion of apparatus used in lighting or heating with gas; and it is also autho- 
rised to acquire and work collieries to supply the wants of its works. The duration 
of the company is to be 90 years. Thecapital is fixed at 800,000/,, to be raised in 40,000 
shares of 202. each ; but the amount can be increased by a general meeting of the share- 
holders, with the approbation of the Government, The balance-sheet is to be brought 
down to Aug. 31 in each year, and is to be deposited for the inspection of holders of shares 
and obligations (which last are to be issued to the extent of half the capital paid-up on 
the shares) during 20 days preceding the annual general meeting, which is to be heldin 
December. Besides councils of administration and inspection, a consultative committee 
is established by the royal decree, charged with the task of giving its opinion in writing 
upon all technical questions interesting the company. Another royal decree authorises 
the establishment of a company at Seilles for exploring and working lead and zinc mine- 
rals, iron pyrites and other minerals; the concern is also empowered to devote itself to 
the fabrication of zinc and lead, The balance-sheet of the company is to be brought 
down to April 30 in each year, and the ordinary general meeting is to be held on the se- 
cond Monday in August. ote 

The (Prussian) Niederfischbach Company—the position of which was 
examined in detail in a recent impression of the Mining Jowrnal—has 
issued a statement of its operations during the past six months, The 
production of minerals in the mines of the company has been as follows: — 
Concordia, 565 tons of rough plombiferous minerals; Zeus, 513 tons ditto; Vustseifen, 
177 tons ditto; and Roter-ddler, 40 tons of spathic iron minerals. The works of the 
company produced 248 tons of lead, 186 tons of refined lead, 39 tons of litharge, and ra- 
ther more than 500 lbs. of silver. The Bonne Esperance Colliery Company, carrying on 
operations at Montigny-sur-Sambre, near Charleroi, has also issued a statement show- 
ing its progress this year, It appears that in July 11,721 tons of coal were raised, at a 
total cost of 37611. The extraction realised a result of 5408/., leaving a net profit of 
16477, The net profit of the six preceding months was 6322/., so that the total profits 
acquired this year to July 31 were 79697. 

A very gloomy view has just been taken by one of the members of the 
Belgian Chamber of Representatives of the situation-ef the coal trade of 
the Mons district. The “ hon, member,’ who is connected with the loca- 
lity, said the situation of the basin was as bad as it could well be. The 
outlets previously enjoyed were either being lost altogether, or were becoming much 
restricted. “The first cause of this decadence,” p ded the hon. , “isthe im- 
mense development of the collieries of the Pas-de-Calais district, which have completely 
driven the Mons coal proprietors from the localities which surround them, and where 
they formerly did a considerable business. In the second place, since the passing of the 
recent treaty with France, by which French coals are admitted at the rate of 10d. per 
ton, French coals begin to enter Belgium, especially West Flanders, English coals being 
admitted into France on more favourable conditions than formerly, the northern coast 
of France supplies itself from England; thus other basins have obtained fresh means of 
communication, and the Mons coalowners meet their products in localities of which they 
formerly enjoyed a monopoly. Among instances of this may be mentioned the town of 
Gand. On the shores of the canal from Mons to Condé there are at present 300,000 or 
400,000 tons—a stock which is stated to be unparalleled. The working population have 
suffered grievously from this position of the Mons basin,and there are numerous families 
in the district which can scarcely obtain more than one mealin the 24hours, Thecrisis 
is not of a temporary character, such as that which has afflicted the cotton trade, but it 
is the commencement of a decadence for which it is absolutely necessary to find some 
remedy. New outlets for the coal of the basin must be found, and although the efforts 
of private individuals are indispensable to attain this object, the assistance of the Go- 
vernment is also necessary.” This speech has excited some attention, and although it 
seems to be thought that the hon. deputy coloured his picture somewhat too highly, it 
is admitted as only true that coal mining industry in Belgium isina critical state. The 
extraction has been pushed to an extreme point to attain a low-cost price, while consump- 
tion has sensibly diminished, as well‘in consequence of the dulness of Belgian manufactures 











t | as of competition against Belgian coals by foreign products. One fact, little known, will 


show the proportions acquired by this foreign rivalry. At Gand there are now on sale, 
simultaneously, Belgian coal from Charleroi and Mons, French coal from Valenciennes, 
English coal from Newcastle, and, lastly, Prussiancoal from the Ruhr. Itis a remark- 
able result of free trade that in Belgium, in the very heart of a coal-producing country, 
Prassian coal should be introduced, and by its extreme cheapness become preferred to 
Belgian combustible; thus at Gand some descriptions of the Ruhr coal are offered at 
16s. 9d. por ton, while corresponding descriptions from Charleroi cost 19s. 3d. per ton— 
a sensible difference. We have referred more in detail to the situation of the coal trade 
at Gand because it is at that point, one of the great centres of consumption, that pro- 
ducers seem to be measuring their strength. The coals of Charleroi reach Gand by two 
means—by canals via Brussels, and by railway by the Dendres-at-Waes route. Mons 
has at its disposition two means of direct deliveries—the Hainaut and Flanders Railway

Quartz CRUSHING AND AMALGAMATING GoLD.—The Esmeralda Cali- 
fornia Star gives the following description of operating gold quartz at the 
Pioneer Mills, in Esmeralda:—This mill is run by steam-power, using a 
rotary , and running eight stamps; its capacity with double screens 
on is to crash 44% tons per day ; without screens it can crush from 5to6. The rock 
while being crashed is fed with hot water, which causes the amalgamation to work 
more readily. The pumice passes off through a spout into what are called “ Howland’s 
amalgamating pans ;” then into an arastra, and from thence intoa precipitating or amal- 
gamating vat, and is then conducted into what are called “ Varney pans,” which act as 
mullers, and grind the pumice down to a perfect pulp, when the final amalgamation is 
completed ; this palp is now greatly reduced by water, and is carried off by a spout, and 
flows over blankets ; these latter catch and retain the sulphurets, and the finer parti- 
cles of metal which the amalgamators fail to gather; the blankets are then washed by 
hand, and the sediment is reduced by what is termed the “ Hatch process,” which is 
extensively used at Virginia and Gold Hill. This mill is now crushing rock from the 
“ Wide West” ledge, the owners having a contract to crush 1000 tons. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN THE MANUFACTURE OF GUNPOWDER.—In the manu- 
facture of gunpowder, Messrs. Roberts and Dale, of Manchester, propose to employ the 
nitrate of soda, either altogether instead of, or in combination with, nitrate of potash. 
The great difficulty hitherto experienced in nitrate of soda has arisen from the tendency
